Situ (Chinese: H9±iiS; pinyin : Situ hua) is a Rgyalrong l a nguag e 
spoken in Sichuan, China. The name "Situ", literally "four Tusi", 
comes from a historical name of the Ma'erkang region.^ 


Gates (2012: 102-103)^ lists the following locations where Zbu is 
spoken. It is spoken by over 35,000-40,000 people in 57 villages. 

■ southern half of Ma’erkang/'Bar-kams County (53 villages) 

■ ZhuokejT, Ma’erkang/'Bar-kams, and Songgang/rDzong-'gag Towns, including surrounding 
villages 

■ Suomo/Somang and Baiwan/B rag-bar Townships 

■ Baiwan/Brag-bar and Dangba/Dam-pa Townships 

■ JTnchuan/Chu-chen County (4 villages) 

■ Jfmu/Kye-mo Township (although Nilong Village primarily has Lavrung speakers) 

■ possibly also Kalajiao and Sawajiao Townships 

■ northwestern Li County, Sichuan 

■ southernmost Hongyuan County (recent migrants)

■ Dangba Township southwestern Barkam County

■ Suomo Township , eastern Barkam County
